Question:—The ‘engine of my

think has slapping pistons, ,When 
I open the throttle to a &rtain 
amount, it knocks, but when I 
open it further the knocking stops. 
What size rings should I use to 
stop oil-pumping? What kind of 
rings and how many in each cylin- 
der ‘to prevent piaton-slap. 

Answer:—It may be thot the 
cylinders of your engine are 80 
much out of true that new rings 
would not stop overoiling. You 
better have them measured, see 
how mug¢h they are “out” and con- 
sult the service ‘station ‘as to 
whether ring-fitting would control 
oil-puniping. If the pistons really 
slap, fitting new rings would not 
effect a permanent cure, although 
the fitting of inner-rings under the 
regular compression rings might 
tive, you temporary relief from 
ofl-pumping and slupping, as well. 
If you do fit new rings, you better 
use what the manuficturer, recom- 


mends as replacements, choosing | } 


those of such oversize diameter 
and width ns the present size of 
the bores and the width of the 
grooves calls for.
